The present offensive, unlike the 
preceding ones on the British side, 
it is believed, is intended to be an 
obstinate, persistent effort conducted 
on lines similar to the German at- 
tacks on Verdun, although it is 
hoped with more success and smaller 
losses. 

For the past three nights resi- 
dents even in the South London sub-

The roar of 
bombardment ‘has carried at least 
ninety miles, which gives some idea 
of ite continuous intensity. 

The artillery fire was particularly 
intense on a stretch of the front 
north of the Somme, and early dis- 
patches told of the destruction of the 
towns of Thiepval and Beaucourt 
where the Germans had concentrated 
ammunition.

“Yesterday, in spite of a high 
wind, a large amount of successful 
work was done in the air. An im- 


portant railway depot was attacked 


with powerful bombs. A large num- 
ber of other bombs were dropped on 
depots, railway junctions, batteries, 
trenches, and other points of mili- 
tary importance in the enemy's lines. 
Considerable aerial activity occurred 
today during the battle, but full de- 
tails have not yet been collected. 
Our machines attacked a railway 
train on the line between Douai and 
Cambrai. One of our airmen de 
ecended to below 900 feet and suc- 
ceeded in dropping a bomb on trucks, 
which exploded. Other pilots saw 
the whole train in flames and heard 
further explosions.” 


SUMMARY. 


British and French troops, thrown 
forward in a grand offensive against 
the German lines on both sides of 
the River Somme, sixty miles north 
of Paris, have penetrated at one 
point to a depth of five miles. 

The drive, the most spectacular in 
this region since the British cap- 
tured Loos last September, began 
Saturday morning, after the German 
trenches had been bathed in a hall 
of shelis from gung of every caliber 
for days. Progress has been report- 
ed along the entire front of about 
twenty-five miles. 

The greatest success gained by 
the British was on the right. In 
the center they captured what are 
designated in the official report ae 
many strong points, along a front 
of four miles. But north of the 
Ancre Valley to Gommecourt, pow- 
erful counter-attacks by the Ger- 
mang have resulted in forcing the 
British back from various sections of 
the ground gained in their first on- 
slaughta. 

The town of Albert was the start- 
ing point of one of the fiercest 
thrusts, the British advancing from 
east of the town to Montauban, 
more than five miles away. Besides 
Montauban and Serre, the villages of 
Hebuterne, Laboiselle and Mametz 
have been captured. Two thousand 
German prisoners have 
through the British collecting sta- 
tions. 

In co-operation with the British, 
the French initiated a strong of- 
fensive. South of the Somme they 
captured four villages, and north of 
that river they established them- 
selves in the neighborhood of Hard- 
court and Curlu. The number of un- 
wounded German prisoners taken by 
the French had reached 3500 up to 
the time of the sending of the last 
official report. 

The recapture of the famous 
Thiaumont work by the French also 
has been effected. This important 
strategic point has changed hands 
several times and around it prob- 
ably thousands of men have fallen. 
On the fer bank of the Meuse the 
fighting is most intense around Hill 
304, Le Mort Homme, and Avocourt. 

IN ITALY. 

In the Trentino, the Italians con- 
tinue to advance along the entire 
Posina line and in the Arsa Valley. 
Artillery bombardments mark the 
action on the rest of the Austro- 
Italian front. 

While the Russians report prog- 
ress south of the Dniester River, in 
Galicia, the Austro-Germans claim 
the capture of Russian works west 
and northwest of Lutsk, especially in 
the vicinity of Sokul, Volhynia. 

Maintaining their drive against 
the Austrians in Galicia, in the re- 
gion of Kolomea, the Russians have 
captured many villages, northwest 
of Kimpolung, Bukowina. The Rus- 
sians already are in the mountains 
and they report the .seizure of sev- 
eral strong positions. Attacks of 
German troops in the region of the 
Lipa River were repulsed with heavy 
losses, Petrograd asserts. 

The German troops under Gen. 
Von Linsengen, have taken Russian 
positions west of Kolki and south- 
west of Sokul. Fighting is in proz- 
ress southwest of Lutsk. Von Linsen- 
gen’s forces since June 16 have cap- 
tured twenty-six officers and 3165 
men. Petrograd reports the number 
of prisoners taken from June 4 to 
June 30, inclusive, as 217,000 officers 
and men. 


BIG COMBINATION 
FOR WAR RELIEF. 


[BY A. P. DAY WIRE.) 

NEW YORK, July 1.—A plan for 
the combination of the largest war 
relief organizations in the country 
for relief in Europe and for recon- 
struction after the war, starting with 
minimum resources of $10,000,000, 
was announced today at the offices 
of the American committee, repre- 
senting the international reconstruc- 
tion league. This league plans to 
rehabilitate the devastated parts of 
Europe, to rebuild towns and fur- 
nish homes for the homeless. 

The American committee of the 
league has as its honorary president 
Charles W. Eliot, It was stated, and 
includes in its membership five State 
Governors, four United States Sena- 
ors, ten heads of American univer- 
sities and colleges, editors, bankers 
and members of relief organiza- 
tions. 

Permanent peace is the aim of 
the organization, and for this pur- 
pose, it was announced, commit- 
tees will be established in the Eu- 
ropean states to co-operate with the 
American committee. but no at- 
tempt, it was sald, would be made 
to initiate peace negotiations during 
the war. 


LLOYD GEORGE SOON |

It was not until] other customers 
began to complain about the quan- 
tity of gin they were receiving that 
Schmidt discovered that in every 
instance the soldiers had switched 
bottles on him and that the bottle | 
he received back was filled with 
water, while the soldier had carried 
away a free bottle of gin.

Munitions Tax will Impose 
Percentage Schedule,

WASHINGTON, Julv 1.—Creation 
of a nonpartisan tariff commission 
of six members with broad inquisi- 
torial powers is proposed in the gen- 
eral revenue bill introduced today 
by Democratic Leader Kitchin of 
the House. The bill, the fruit of 
many conferences of Democratic 
members of the Ways and Means 
Committee and discussions with ad- 
ministration officials, contemplates 
raising between $210,000,000 and 
$225,000,000 of additional revenue 
by reclassification of the surtax 
incomes, a tax on estates and on 
war munitions plants. The bill will 
be rushed through the House under 
a special rule for a vote next Satur- 
day night. 

OPERATION OF LAWS. 

The proposed tariff commission 
would be empowered to investigate 
operation of the customs laws, in- 
cluding their relation to the Fed- 
eral revenue, to put its information 
at the disposal of the President and 
Congress committees. Tariff rela- 
tions with foreign countries and 
matters of competition with foreign 
countries also would be subjects of 
inquiry. Ample powers to enforce 
its subpoenas are provided. through 
machinery of the courts. 

Incomes tax section of the bill in- 
creases the normal tax on every in- 
dividual and corporation to 2 per 
cent. instead of the present 1 r 
cent.; does not lower the §3000- 
$4000 minimum exemption limit, 
but reclassifies and gradually in- 
creases the surtax from 1 per cent. 
on incomes of $20,000-$40,000 to 10 
per cent. on all above $500,000, 
The administration provisions follow 
generally those of existing law. The 
new rates are applicable to the pres- 
ent year. 

MUNITIONS TAX. 

The new munitions tax imposes 
this schedule of percentages of the 
gross annual receipts of manufac- 
turers: Every person manufactur- 
ing gun powder and other explosives, 
5 per cent. on receipts under $1,000,- 
000 and & per cent. on all above 
that amount; manufacturers of car- 


parts, 2 per cent. on gross receipts 
up to $250,000; 3 per cent. on re- 
ceipts $250,000-$500,000; $500,000- 
$1,000,000, 4 per cent; exceeding 
$1,000,000, per cent.;* copper 
smelting alloying on gross reeeip 

1 per cent., between $260,000 
$1,000,000; $1,000,000-$10,000,000, 2 
per cent.; exceeding $10,000,000, 3. 
per cent.

Members of the Seventh Regiment Burn with Patriotic 
Enthusiasm and Every Man is Fit for Service — Sun- 
burned Lads are the Life of Camp Sacramento—Troop 


D Sheds Familiar Blue for 


Uniforms of Regulars.

ACRAMENTO, June 29.—While 

belligerent telegraph dispatches 

are flashing like the bolts of 
lightning that precede a storm, 1200 
enlisted men of the National Guard 
from Southern California and their 
officers are having their final tryout 
in training camp here before the 
big game starts. To them the hor- 
rors of war are but old nurses’ tales, 


while its humors, its drudgeries and 
its pathos are ever present. 


Before a brick adds to the sup- 


port of a wall it must be tested in 
the fire, and before a militiaman 
crosses the border he must pass 
through the mobilization camp and 
the brigade hospital. Both these 
leave him physically sore and men- 
tally healed of the maladies of 
peace. 

Patriotic enthusiasm is burning as 
the suns of their Southland have 
not been quenched, however, by 
hypodermic injections for typhoid 
fever, nor vaccination as a small- 
pox preventive, nor nights passed in 
the open under the stars and break- 
fasts on uncooked food because 
equipment failed to arrive. Despite 
these minor troubles there is not a 
long face or a pallid feature in the 
whole Los Angeles contingent. For 
three days the southern troopers 
and infantrymen have been the iife 
of Camp Sacramento. 

SCHREIBER ALL SMILES. 

Col. Schreiber is visibly proud of 
the Seventh California Infantry. He 
.struts before the newly-enlisted men, 
frowns like a story-book pirate and 
issues orders to his staff in crisp 
tones sharp as razor blades; but 
when he relaxes beneath the pro- 
tecting folds of his tent he confides 
to his friends that “the boys- are 
showing up in great shape; the new- 
ly-enlisted men are, of course, raw 
material, but it is the material of 
which soldiers are made. Just wait 
until we get down to the real busi- 
ness and you will see a regiment 
that will surprise you.” 

Lieut.-Col. J. B. McDonald, in- 
spector-general, U.S.A., and Brig.- 
Gen. Wankowski made their first in- 
spection of the Seventh Infantry in 
camp Wednesday morning. The 
men had slept all night in the open 
and had breakfasted on uncooked 
food, but they were just as cheerful 
as though everything had been ac- 
cording to regulation. They were 
perhaps even more so, for, with the 
true western spirit, they seemed to 
regard the falflure of their equip- 
ment to arrive as a joke. Their 
good humor was contagious; it was 
the leaven that was necessary to stir 
up their comrades of the Second In- 
fantry who for two days had been 
looking glum. The Second Infantry 
is recruited from Sacramento and 
adjacent valley towns. About the 
camp were almost as many women 
as men. The mothers, wives and 
sweethearts had accompanied the 
recruits to camp so that’ they might 
be with them as long as possible. 

Every hour came a fresh rumor 


that the troops were to entrain at! 


once for the border, and every hour 
there were fresh tears and feminine 
walls. The “fighting Seventh,” as 
the regiment is already designated, 
left women folks behind in South- 
ern California, and the men are as 
jubliant over going to war as though 
they were in training for a varsity 
football match. 

ere was unmistakable evidence, 
too, that tears dried on the cheeks 
of northern belles from the warmth 
of the smiles of the soldier boys 
from the south.

“You boys seem to be having a 
good time,” said one kindly little 
woman as she observed a squad try- 
ing to make a breakfast on un- 
tooked food. “I am coming back 
this afternoon and will bring you 
something. Would you like a pie?” 

“Nix on the sweet stuffs; send us 
a bale of hay,” laughed back a husky 
infantryman. In expianation of this 
request he held up the pillow of 
his outfit; it was stuffed with two 
great clods of earth.

It is doubtful if 
they even knew how meager was the 
repast which had to them all the 
glamor of an elaborate banquet. 

PLEASANTRIES. 

In the midst of the militarism 
there is something refreshingly dem- 
ocratic about the camp of the 
Seventh: Infantry. Two civilian 
friends called Wednesday afternoon 
at the tent of the commanding offi- 
cer. “Col. Schreiber is very busy and 
cannot be disturbed,” announced a 
young orderly who looked when in 
repose like a bronze statue. A visitor 
caught a glimpse of the colonel 
through a slit in the tent. He was 
washing his socks! 

“It had to be done,” said the 
colonel when joshed about it later. 
“Our equipment is not all here, and 
I would not ask an enlisted man to 
perform such menial labor.’’ 

It is all very well in the story 
books to picture the trooper sitting 
by his tent gating on the rising 
moon and reflecting that this same 
moon is also looking down into the 
tear-stained eyes of the girl he left 
behind; but one finds the cobwebs of 
romance quickly brushed away after 
a few hours contemplation of the en- 
listed men of Southern California in 
Camp Sacramento.

be handled by the regular army. 
We should have a regular army of 
sufficient strength, not only to pa- 
trol the border, but to form the 
expeditionary force that would be 
sent into the country in the event 
of intervention. Under the plans 
of the War College, which have been 
followed to a certain extent by the 
bill which has just passed both 
houses of Congress, the function of 
a regular army is to handle just 
such situations as exist now in Mex- 
ico and are apt to develop there. 
The purpose of a regular army is 
also to meet the first expedition that 
any of the great powers would send, 
in the event of an invasion of this 
country. The regular army should 
be always kept at the highest state 
of efficiency, ready for such emer- 
gencies. This is what ts called the 
first line of land defense, and it 
should be composed of a regular 
rarmy and its resérves. 

“The second line should be com- 
posed of citizen soldiers, and the 
citizen should not be called from 
his home and business except in a 
great war where the fate of the 
nation ts at stake. When that time 
comes we should not depend upon 
the National Guard and a few pa- 
triotic volunteers, but, carrying out 
the spirit of the Constitution, the 
burden should be equally distributed 
upon the shoulders of all. 

“To my mind, a National Guards- 
man is under no more obligation to 
serve the country than any other 
citizen. Many of those who are 
heaping abuse upon the heads of 
the National Guard are living in 
giass houses and should not be cast- 
ing so many stones. In the event 
of a great war we would have more 
trouble in raising a large volunteer 
army than the government is now 
experiencing in securing a sufficient 
force of National Guardsmen to 
assist in the patrol of the border. 

“This is the reason that the 
Association for National Service is 
advocating a military training policy 
which will prepare every young man 
to respond to the call of the coun- 
try. It believes that this can be 
brought about without interfering 
with the economic conditions of the

“The situation on the border is 
only another object lesson which 
demonstrates the weakness of our 
volunteer system. It is a grave in- 
justice to blame the personnel of 
the National Guard for the weak- 
ness of our entire system.”

Joseph Scott presented a resume 
of the need of the country to instill 
in its youths a respect/ for the flag, 
and the necessity of teaching these 
toys from early childhood that their 
duty lies first and last with their 
country. 

Mrs. Bartlett recommended the 
adoption of the Swiss system of pre- 
paring its youth, and outlined” this 
system.

BY VACUUM METHOD. 


Board of Public Works Decides to 
_ Ask for Bids for Power-driven 


Specifications for sweeping paved 
streets with vacuum power-driven 
machines were adopted by § the 
Board of Public Works yesterday, 


and bids will be asked for machines 
to take the place of flushers now in 
use. 

This change has been urged by 
the efficiency department in reports 
which indicate that the city may 
be able to save about $40,000 a year 
by changing from the wet to the 
dry method. 

Machines of two different types 
have been tried out in recent months, 
but on recommendation of the Pub- 
lic Works Committee of the Coun- 
eil they were discarded. Since that 
time hundreds of letters from local 
business men have been received, 
urging the adoption of the vacuum 
method, and the Automobile Club 
of Southern California, after a 
searching investigation and com- 
parison of flushing and vacuum 
sweeping, has reported in favor of 
the new method.

TO VOLUNTEER. 


Movement to Enlist Taking a 
Strong Grip in South. 


Twelve Thousand Strength of 
Organization Proposed. 


Home Guard and Active Field 
Service Both Attract. — 


_\In addition to the Home Guard 
‘movement, the volunteer idea has 
‘oecupied the attention of martially 
inclined citizens, particularly former 
army officers, ex-National Guards- 
men, and svldiers who took part in 
the Spanish War. As a result, it 
every volunteer organization which 
has been started is brought to the 
strength promised there will be al- 
most as many Home Guards and vole 
unteer soldiers in and around Los 
Angeles as the United States has in 
Mexico. 


There have been proposed to date 
in Southern California organizations 
with promised strength in excess of 
12,000 men. This includes locally 
the Home Guard regiment with pro- 
posed strength of between 1500 and 
2000 men; volunteer engineer corps 
regiment, 600 men; a cavalry regi- 
ment, 1000 men; a colored volunteer 
infantry regiment, 1800 men: a first 
Los Angeles volunteer infantry regi- 
ment, 1800 men; and three cadet 
companies of 100 each. 3 

AT OTHER PLACES. 


Iu Santa Ana, one company of 
volunteer riflemen of about 100 men 
and a Home Guard company of the 
same strength are being organized. 
Santa Monicans plan to raise a vol- 
unteer infantry battalion of about 
600 men. San Bernardino patriots 
are also at work on a similar organ- 
ization of same strength; Redlands, 
with another bettalion proposed, is 
working against San Bernardino to 
see which city can organize first. 

Covina promises one infantry 
company of about 125 men. Saw- 
telle volunteers, under Capt. Emil 
Boshere, are forming another com- 
pany and in addition to:the Home 
Guards at Riverside, there is con- 
templated at least one volunteer in- 
fantry company. 

Oxnard and Pomona are also in 
the lists with Home Guards and 
volunteer organizations proposed, 
which promise to add an additional 
500 men to the preparedness pro- 
gramme. In addition, fraternal or- 
ganizations and semi-military organ- 
izations, rifle clubs, and others, in 
various near-by cities have signified 
their intention to produce an addi- 
tional 500 or 600 men.

ITH the departure of the ma- 
W chine gun company of the 

Seventh Regiment of the late 
National Guard of California, the 
only machine and rapid-fire guns 
available here on short notice are 
those of the local Naval Militia. The 
Seventh, Eighth and Ninth divisions, 
with headquarters at the armory in 
Exposition Park, have one Colts 
navy gatling gun, each mounted on 
portable carriages and capable of 


delivering a steady hail of steel- 
jacketed “30’s” at the rate of 600 
per minute. 

In addition, there Is also a port- 
able Hotchkiss one-pound  rapid- 
fire rifle, which fires explosive shells 
and_solid shot. There are approxi- 
mately 10,000 rounds of ammunition 
on hand, which the gunners say is 


ample to sweep the harbor district 
or the streets of Sonoratown “clean 
as a whistle,” should need arise.

A couple of days ago there was a 
meeting in the assembly-room at the 
Central Police Station and the room 
was crowded.

to take inatructions. More § than 
ninety others entered classes, to be- 
come nurses against the time of need. 
Many of the applicants are girls 
nurtured in homes of culture and all 
are typical American women. 
Fearing they little understood the 
hard work of a war nuPse, Miss 
Margaret E. Scott, in charge of the 
local membership campaign, fully 
explained what is required. She also 
explained that the American Red 
Cross, for obvious reasons, ia far be- 
hind the European association, both 
in numbers and in efficiency. It is 
the present intention to bring the 
American association up ta a stand- 
ard equal to that of the 0best 
equipped nations of the world, 
The wonderful work already ac- 
complished and the possibilities that 
may arise within the next few years 
were told. Our country during the 
present war has sent 400 doctors 
into the war zone, has swept typhus 
out of Serbia and has cared for the 
sick and homeless. In the last eleven 
years, or since the reorganizatiOn of 
the Red Cross, the association has 
spent more than $10,000,000 
cash and distributed $5,000,000 
supplies. 

Not only tn war but In times 
peace the Red Cross has need 
help. It has taught thousands of 
industrial employees first aid to the 
injured and keeps up two traveling 
schools for this purpose. More than 
6000 trained nurses stand ready to 
render their services in time of war 
and their names and records are 
on file with the War Department. 

The nurse volunteers here will 
receive instructions in classes of 
twenty to thirty, at hours suitable 
to themselves. Headquarters will 
be established at “No. $29 South 
Broadway, where competent nurses 
will be in attendance day and night. 
The enroliment ts expected to reach 
500 In this city should the war sit- 


that number if the war cloud is 
dissipated. A full quota of nurses is 
desired at all times from now on, 
to acquaint civilians, as well as men 
at war, with the principles of “first 
aid” and the need of sanitation.

DESPITE FEDERALIZING. 


MILITIA, 


ACRAMENTO, July 1.—Califor- 
S nia has contributed the mobile 

troops of the National Guard to 
the Federal] defense. The troops can 
be retained by the Federal] govern- 
ment during the term of their en- 
listment. The units must be re- 
tained, however, and the enlisted 
men cannot be transferred into reg- 
ular army units. When they are 
no longer needed for the national 
defense they will still be National 
Guardsmen; their rating as the First 
Brigade, National Guard of Califor- 
nia will not be affected by their 
present Federal service. Active re- 
cruiting of new units of National 
Guard of California will begin with- 
in the next ten days. The purpose 
of this will he to bring the strength 
of the State troops up to the mini- 
mum contemplated in the new Na- 
tional Defense Act, that is about 
10,000 mobile troops. The present 
mobile strength is about 56000 
troops. This recruiting for the new 
units will take place under the 
direction of regular army officera 
The War Department will direct 
which arms of the service shall be 
strengthened in the California Na- 
tional Guard. Two new squadrons 
of cavalry and three new regiments 
of infantry have been recommended

for the National Guards but no or- 
ders have yet been issued. 

All men enlisting after July Ist, 
howevei, will be required to take 
the new oath prescribed by Con- 
gress which empowers the President 
to order them to be drafted into 
regular army units at any time. It 
was learned today that the present 
enlisted men will be “requested” tr 
take this oath as individuals as soon 
as they reach the border. If they 
do so the units can then be broken 
up and the enlisted men can be 
transferred to regular army units at 
the pleasure of the ommanding 
officers, 

There is nothing in the call for the 
National Guard troops to indicate 
how long they shall oe retained by 
the Federal government. They are 
called out in time of peace and the 
only designation made is “for the 
term of enlistment.” There is much 
speculation among the officers as 
to the actual length of their serv- 
ice. Some are of the opinion that 
the National Guard of the different 
States will be retained by the Federal 
government to form a part of the 
regular army and that States will be 
expected to recruit additional troops 
for home service. This seems con- 
templated by the new form of oath

Hon. Edwin M. Sweet, Assistant 
Secretary of Commerce, Washing- 
ton, D. C., inspected Los Angeles:

the first stage of what promised to 
be a long action developing. 

Among the troops opposite the 
British, it has been found, were the 
Prussian Guard reserve division 
which fought at Loos and Neuve 
Chapelle. 

This morning from 6 o'clock to 
7:30 o'clock all guns along the 
twenty miles were firing their fast- 
est in a chorus of final blasts, cut- 
ting wires and demolishing trenches.

At 7:07 o’clock the rapid-fire 
trench mortars added their shells 
to the deluge pouripg upon the 
first line German trenches. 

After ten minutes of this, at 7:30 
o'clock, the guns lifted their fire 
to the second line of German 
trenches, as if they were answer- 
ing to the pressure of a single but- 
ton, and the men of the new Brit- 
ish army leaped over the parapets 
and rushed toward the wreckage 
the guns and mortars had wrought. 
Even close at hand they were vis- 
ible only a moment before being 
hidden by the smoke of the Ger- 
man shell curtain over what re- 
mained of the trenches. The Ger- 
mans had to yield to “two years of 
our preparedness against forty for 
the Germans,” said a staff officer, 
“and we have satisfactorily started 
in on our first trial of our new di- 
visions in the teamwork of a big 
attack.”’ 

Nothing was now to be seen from 
the hill except smoke flashes 
through which the famous figure of 
the Virgin, atop of the tower at 
Albert, struck by a shell early in 
the war but still in place although 
tipped at an angle, showed dirly. 

It was not long, however, before 
fast ambulances began coming 
down the roads and batches of half- 
starved prisoners were being 
being brought in, too dazed to ap- 
preciate their escape after having 
been marooned five days in their 
dugouts without food by the Brit- 
, ish fire curtain; and into headcuar- 
ters, from out of that inferno of 
conrusion to the eye, came reports 
making the whole movement in- 
telligible.

THIAUMONT 
IS RETAKEN. 


Changes Hands Twice in the 
Course of Single Day. 


Russians Continue to Drive 
Italians Report Still Further 
Progress in Trentino. 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.] 

PARIS, July 1, 11:53 p.m—The 
French have retaken the Thiaumont 
work, according to the official state- 
ment issued by the War Office to- 
night.. The text of the communica- 
tion follows: 

“North and south of te Somme, 
after artillery preparation and re- 
connaissances carried out in the pre- 
ceding days, the Franco-British 
troops launched this morning an of- 
fensive on a front of about forty 
kilometers (twenty-five miles.) 

“In the morning and during the 
course of the afternoon, along the 
entire front attacked, the _ allied 
troops gained possession of the "Ger- 
man first position. 

“North of the Somme the French 
troops established themselves in the 
approaches of the village of Harde- 
court and in the outskirts of the vil- 
lage of Curlu, where the battle con- 
tinues. 

“South of the Somme, the villages 
of Dompierre, Becquincourt, Bussu 
and Fay, have fallen into our hands. 

“The number of unwounded Ger- 
man prisoners captured by the 
French troops alone during the 
course of the day surpassed 3500. 

“On the left bank of the Meuse 
there was a violent bombardment in 


the whole region of Hill 304 and 
Le Mort Homme. 
“On the right bank, about 10 


o'clock in the morning our infantry 
moved forward to the assault of 
the Thiaumont work, of which we 
are in possession again. 

“The afternoon was marked by a 
recrudescence of the bombardment 
in that region as well as in the 
sectors of Fumin and Chenois. « 

“Aviation: On the night of June 
29-30 a group of our aeroplanes car- 
ried out the following bombard- 
ments: Eighteen hsells of 120 mil- 
limeters were dropped on the Nesle 
station, and six, of 120 millimeters, 
on Roye, where a fire broke out. 
Two shells dropped on an automo- 
bile convoy northeast of Nesle were 
seen to fall in the midst of the cars. 
The same night thirteen of our aero- 
planes dropped sixty shells on a Ger- 
man munitions factory in the out- 
skirts of Noyon. Their objective was 
reached by most of the projectiles, 
the effects of which were observed. 

“On the night of June 30-July 1, 
seven of our aeroplanes again 
dropped thirteen shells on the Nesle 
station and crossing and six on the 


neighboring military establishment. 


A fire was observed. 

“In the course of a reconnois- 
rance one of our pilots was attacked 
by a Fokker. Though wounded 
during the first encounter he suc- 
ceeded in bringing down his adver- 
sary, who fell in the Forest of Be- 
zange. On the way back. the same 
plilot was again attacked by an ene- 
my biplane and wounded a second 
time. He succeeded in extricatin~ 
himself and returned to our lines.” 

THE RUSSIAN REPORT. 
}BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A, P.) 

PETROGRAD (via London, ) 
July 1, 8 p.m.—Russian troops con- 
tinue to drive back the Austro-Hun- 
garian army in the region south of 
the Dné@ister River, in Galicia, says 
the Russian official statement issued. 
Many places south of Kolomea have 
been occupied by the force of Em- 
peror Nicholas. It is announced that 
on June 28 and 29 Gen. Litchitzsky 
took prisoner 305 officers and 14,- 
574 men, making a total of 217,- 
000 Austro-Hungarians captured 
since June 4. . 

The text of the Russian official 
statement says: 

“Our lefi wing continues to drive 
back th» enemy over a point south 
of the D«jester and has occupied 
many places south of Kolomea. 

“Northwest of Kolomea our troops, 
after a violent engagement, threw 
back the enemy in the direction of 
the heights near the village of Bre- 
zova and as the result of a brilliant 
attack took a portion of the heights. 

“Northwest of Kimpolung the 
enemy attempted to take the offens- 
ive but was pushed back, We, close- 


ly following, have taken, after some: 


fighting, several strong positions in 
the mountains. 

“The number of prisoners taken 
by the army of Gen. Letchitzsky 
during the 28th and 29th of June 
was 805 officers and 14,574 men. 
Four guns and thirty machine guns 
were captured. The total number 
of prisoners taken from June 4 to 
June 30 inclusive amounts to 217,- 
000 officers and men. 

“In the region of the Lipa River 
the enemy continues to bombard our 
front with heavy artillery and field 
artillery. We repulsed desperate 
attacks recently made by newly 
arrived German troops and inflicted 
heavy losses. Up to now we have 
captured nine officers and 419 men 
in this region.” 

THE ITALIAN BULLETIN. 


ROME, July 1 (via London, 8:03 
p.m.)—Continued progress for the 
Ttalilans in their offensive, notably 
in the Posina sector, in the Tren- 
tino, is announced tonight by the 
War Office. The advance continues 
along the entire Posina line and 
in the Arsa Valley. 

The official statement follows: 

“Throughout ‘Yesterday, between 
the Adiga and the Teragnola Val- 
ley the artillery was very active, Our

“Our infantry is reported to have 
made progress in the Seisera, Fella 
and Seebach valleys.

POOR MAN IS OUT. 


Naturally, the poor man is out of 
politics. But it has not been proved 
that we secure a higher class of 
elective officials through the change. 
It ig beginning to be conceded that 
the convention system gave better 
candidates at one-tenth the ex- 
pense. 

That the average voter takes lit- 
tle interest in the selection of the 
primary candidates is proved by the 
fact that the primary vote is seldom 
more than one-third that of the gen- 
eral election. When the referendum 
election on the no-party bills was 
held last year less than one regis- 
tered elector in five in the State 
took the trouble.to go to the polls. 
Not more than one voter in four 
took part in the selection of the 
delegates to the national political 
conventions this year. 

The loss of unity and force of the 
new system is apparent to those who 
attend the national conventions. Be- 
fore the direct primary came the 
delegates were selected at a State- 
wide convention that adopted a plat- 
form and pledged the delegates to 
certain principles. they 
reached the national convention 
they worked as a unit and made 
their weight feit both in the draft- 
ing of a platform and in the selec- 
tion of the candidates.

Efficiency requires that legisla- 
tion, like any other science, shall be 
directed by experts. It is patent to 
all thoughtful people that an elec- 
torate which will permit itself to be 
misrepresented in the Council or in 
the Legislature will not be likely to 
vote intelligently on questions sub- 
mitted through direct legislation. 
Experience has shown that not one- 
‘fourth of them will vote at all and 
that direct legislation in place of 
expressing the will of the majority 
voices only that of a small, but in- 
ceasantly active minority. | 

Election expense has about trip- 
pled in ten years; the elections are 
much more frequent than formerly 
and so many direct legislation pro- 
posals are submitted that the ballots 
become unwieldy and from two to 
four days are consumed in counting 
the votes. The election officials 
must be paid at the rate of $5 a day. 

THE RECALL CLUB. 

The recall is a club in the hand 
of malice and hate. Our old Cali- 
fornia laws provided for the removal 
and criminal punishment of any of- 
ficial proved derelict in his duty; the 
new idea simply multiplied elections 
by giving to malice an opportunity 
to attack without just cause. Com- 
panies are organized in San Fran- 
cisco, Oakland, Los Angeles and 
Sacramento for the purpose of cir- 
culating direct legislation petitions 
for a fixed price of 10 cents per 
name. The necessary number of 
names have always been secured 
when those behind the movement 
were willing to pay for the circula- 
tion of the petitions. 

Direct legislation simply commer- 
clalizes sentiment and offers public 
opinion for sale at public auction; 
the taxpayers have found it a 
weapon whose hilt is sharper than 
the biade. 


More “Reform.” 
ICH HARVEST FOR 
LOBBYIST HORDES. 


NEVER SO NUMEROUS AS UN- 
DER PROGRESSIVE RULE. 


Cost of Special Legislation Keep- 
ing Pace with the General In- 
crease in Expenses of Living, is 
Naive Confession of a Veteran 
Worker at the State Capital. 


While the assertion has been made 
frequently that the effect of the ac- 
tivities of the Railroad Commission 
and the other commissions has been 
to eliminate boss rule in California, 
the actual facts, as revealed from 
time to time, seem to prove just the 
opposite. The claim is made that 
lobbyists no longer haunt the legis- 
lative chambers, but Assemblyman 
Brown, the dean of the Assembiy, 
asserted at the last session that he 
had never before seen lobbyists so 
numerous nor so insistent about the 
State Capitol. 

The administration hag not yet re- 
covered from the recent shock of 
discovering in the books of the Pa- 
cific Gas and Electric Company an 
item for $17,000 paid to a certain 
Mr. Pitoda for pruressional services 
rendered. Experts of the company 
said that these profeasiona] services 
consisted in maintaining lobby at 
Sacramento during the 1915 session 
of the Legislature: Yet there were 
a dozen other lobbies as active and 
as _profuse with entertainment 
mohey as that of the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Company. 

One veteran lobbyist confided to 
the newspaper men that the cost of 
specia!? legislation was keeping pace 


with the general increased cost of 


living. 

When President Taft. visited here 
in 1911 he learned of the inaugura- 
tion of some of tne more pronounced 
Socialist fade. At that time he said 
in a public address that it would be 
interesting to observe the results 
that California would obtain from 
experiments in such unusual forms 
of government. The result is pain- 
fully visible to the taxpayers; it is 
an increase in taxes of approximate- 
ly $75,000,000 a year. The Gov-

PAxiNe THE FIDDLER. | 


From every municipality and hamlet 
in California a wail is going up about high 
assessments and higher taxes; the weight 
of the triple burden, State, county and mv- 
nicipal, has grown so oppressive that many 
communities are staggering under the load. 
For two years The Times has been hold- 
ing the facts up to the light, week in and 
week out, and is glad to see that its as- 
sertions have been verified and the peo- 
ple are at last aroused. 

Tt is not a political but an econdémical 
movement that is stirring the whole people 
of California; we have been reformed and 
uplifted and Armageddonized; we have been 
stuffed with direct legislation, direct prima- 
ries, initiatives, referendums, recalls, gov- 
ernment by commission, so-called humani- 
tarian legislation and public ownership un- 
til our stomachs have bloated while our 
purses have shrunk. Now the bills for 
these repasts are being presented, and many 
taxpayers are appalled at the expense in- 
volved. 

Protests have been made frequently dur- 
ing the last five years of “Progressive” rule 
that the expense of government was be- 
coming oppressive; the figures named in 
the protests were always disputed by those 
in authority; and to many inquiries it was 
not clear whether our new departures in 
government were really costing more than 
the old Republican forms used prior to 1911. 
But State Controller John S. Chambers has 
just compiled the statistics of cost of gov- 
ernment during the last five years from of- 
ficial reports received at his office from 
every municipality and county in Califor- 
nia. These figures, which are beyond dis- 
pute, are as follows:

That is the story in cold cash of the 
achievements of Progressive government in 
California; an increase in the actual cost 
of government.of $75,300,000 in five years. 
On another page of The Times today ap- 
pears a detailed analysis of these figures; 
it is a sordid record of millions wasted, of 
other millions misapplied, of nostrums that 


| Were guaranteed to reduce the cost of gov- 


ernment, but which prove, after four years 
of actual trial, to have cost double the old 
forms which they supplanted. The analy- 
sis shows that each bread-winner in Cali- 
fornia now pays on an average tax of $189 
year. As the average wage in the State 
less than $20 a week, that is equivalent 
more than two months’ labor for each 
bread-winner. 

Those figures seem incredible. If they 
were not official and issued in an official 
report we should be inclined to question 
their veracity. It does not seem possible 
that the people of the State should have 
permitted themselves to be lulled by prom- 
ises of reform and lower taxes into a polit- 
ical lethargy so deep that any group of men 
could commit such wasteful extravagance. 
It was in 1911 that the Progressive move- 
ment attacked, like a contagious malady, 
practically every county in the State. That 
was the beginning of direct legislation and 
government by commission. The fever has 
abated, but the bills must still be paid. 

In view of these figures, how pitiful be- 
come the belated outcries of some Progres- 
sive papers for lower assessments and low- 
er taxes! They have prided themselves in 
advocating every one of the nostrums that 
have combined to give to California the 
highest known per capita tax rate for the 
year 1915. They are standing idly beside 


the faucet that they helped to open and are — 


grieving because the water is running out 
so fast. Pretending to be horrified by the 
effect, they have not the mora! courage to 
point to the visible cause. 

Special eléctions, which are due to the 
direct legislation features of our State Con- 
stitution and municipal charters, are costing 
us bundreds of thousands of dollars a year 
in Los Angeles city and county alone. Gov- 
ernment by commission is costing millions 
annually. That Progressive division of the 
counties of the State into fifty-eight groups 
in place of ten costs the counties more than 
8 million dollars a year. The increased cost 
of elections by reason of direct primaries 
has driven the poor man out of politics. 
Our humanitarian legislation has driven 
millions of capital from the State and has 
not improved the condition of the working 
classes.. While hundreds have received ac- 
cident benefits, thousands have been thrown 
out of employment by reason of the in- 
creased cost of* production which accident 
insurance entailed. 

At the time when our commercial organ- 
izations are trying to attract new capital 
to California dreamers and agitators are 
circulating an initiative single-tax petition. 
Such a prospect will frighten away more 
millions than al] the conimercial bodies can 
attract. It is the menace of direct legisla- 
tion that hampers, more than the price of 
fuel or aught else, the growth of our manu- 
facturing industries. The single tax may 
be beaten this year, but it can come up at 
every general election, and there is the 
ever-present danger that at an unguarded 
election it may be voted in. 

Time is a relentless critic; it has weighed 
the Progressive-Socialistic fads in its bal- 
ances and its verdict is written in that table 
of increased cost of government between 
1911 and 1915. It will be well to keep these 
figures in mind when making up your pri- 
mary ticket in municipal, county and State 
elections this year. 


M EXICO—WILSON’S FAILURES. 
Is there an intelligent, red-blooded 


American of whatever politics who does 


not blush for his country when he recalls 
the cause of President Wilson in dealing 
with, or, rather, in failing to dea) with, the 
Mexican problem? MHuerta’s accession to 
the Presidency may or may not have been 
stained with blood. The évidence as to 
this is. conflicting, with the preponderance 
in favor of Huerta. Under the law of na- 
tions, it is not given to any ruler to in- 
quire into the method by which the ruler 
of another nation obtained his place. It 
is sufficient that he has obtained it, and that 
whether as Emperor, King or President he 
is such de facto. On this established prin- 
ciple of international law, Great Britain,

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Portugal and the South American nations 
recognized Huerta as President de facto of 
Mexico and accredited their ambassadors 
and consuls to his government. _ 
President Wilson alone violated interna- 
tional law, invoked a rule of ethics of his 
own, evolved from his egotistical personal- 
ity, and without adequate investigation re- 
fused to recognize Huerta because he did 
not approve of the methods by which 
Huerta achieved the Presidency. If Wilson 
had followed the example of all the other 
great nations of earth it may be safely as- 


sumed that there would have been no suc-. 


cessful or long-sustained rebellion against 
Huerta rule, and that the years of bloodshed 
and devastation which unhappy Mexico has 
suffered would have been avoided; for 
Huerta, whatever his faults or: his crimes, 
would have been able to suppress brigand- 
age and maintain order in his country if 


‘he had not been hampered by President 


Wilson. Our President supplemented his aid 
to the bandit chieftains who rebelled against 
Huerta with an opera bouffe war. He sent 
our ships of war to Vera Cruz and captured 
it at a loss of twenty of our brave boys. 
Then he emulated the King of France who 
“with 40,000 men marched up the hill and 
then marched down again.” He made himself 
ridiculous by offering to condone a slight 
offense against our flag for a salute of 
twenty-one guns, and when it was refused 


he did nothing, nothing, nothing, except to | 


“watchfully wait,” and pusillanimously pro- 
crastinate definite and effective action of 
any sort, while Americans in Mexico were 
murdered and maltreated and despoiled of 
their property. 

The people of the United States have not 
sought, and do not seek, any additional 
territory. We have enough and more than 
enough now to develop and govern. All 
that has ever been asked of Mexico is that 
raids upon our border shall cease, and that 
Americans owning property in Mexico that 
was lawfully acquired under Mexican laws 
shall be protected in its possession. 


If the central government of Mexico is 
not able to overcome the bandits in the 
northern border States of Mexico then let 
it consent to have the United States pre- 
serve such order. Intervention for such 
purpose will not include interference with 
Mexican laws or Mexican courts or Mex!i- 
can rights of property; nor any taxation of 
Mexican ijands. We do not even ask that 
Mexico shall defray the cost of interven- 
tion. Indeed, the disbursements that 50,000 
or 100,000 United States soldiers would 
make in Sonora and Chihuahua would con- 
tribute to the prosperity of the peaceful 
inhabitants of those States. 

The bombastic statement of Carranza 
Mexican bandit incursions into 
American territory “the Mexican govern- 
ment does not think that its responsibilities 
should go any further than to pay the 
amount of the damages done” would pro- 
voke a smile on the features of a cast iron 


statue. The Mexican government is in 


such desperate financial straits that it re- 
turned the prisoners it took at Carrizal 
probably because it could not afford to feed 
them rather than because of Wilson's de- 
mand. Mexico pay damages? What with? 
Why, if steamboats were selling at a dol- 
lar each Mexico couldn't buy a gangplank 
and pay for it in real money. 

Talk about making a treaty with the gov- 
ernment of Carranza-Villa! We might as 
well make treaties with grizzly bears or 
rattlesnakes. There is no government in 
Mexico—only a barbarism masquerading as 
a government.

AUGING SIDEREAL UNIVERSE. 


Less Than 490 Light Years 


nent Astronomers. 


HE expression “Sidereal Uni- 
verse” implies that there may 
be other universes in the 
boundless realms of unlimited space. 


views through a powerful glass that 
mighty aggregation of suns called 
the Hercules Cluster, where 200,000 
worlds are so compacted that they 
apparently touch each other, and 
where, if we were permitted to ap- 
proach them as near as we are to 
‘the myriads of stars in the Milky 
Way, they might open out into a 
}siderial system as vast as our own— 
no one thus contemplating 
known facts and the probable condi- 
tions that exist there, can doubt that 
the Hercules Cluster is a grand 
in

‘duced to make a study of our sider- 


_ One te led to these reflections by 
hypotheses now being formualted by 
jstudents of recent researches of dis- 
tinguished astronomers itn Burope 
and America. In the middle of tr 
19th century Johann Madier put 
forth the bold surmise that Alcyone, 
the dominating sun of the Pleiades 
Cluster of 2300 stars, might be the 


jcenter of the sidereal system, round 


which our own sun may be re- 
volving in a period of 18,000,000 
‘years. 

But that conjecture has long been 
discarded, and doubt has been ex- 
pressed if there were any such cen- 
tral orb. Our stellar system seemed 
too vast, its myriads of suns too 
large and too remote to be subjected 
to the control of any single body. It 
was thought more probable that this 
innumerable host of suns are \gov- 
erned by some system of balanced 
forces, at present inscrutable to our 
minds for lack of sufficient observed 
data upon which to base plausible 
theories. 

And now comes a bold theorist, O. 
R. Walkey, F.R.A.S., who, connot- 

the observed facta and fair con- 
clusions of such authorities as Di- 
rector W. W. Campbell of the Lick 


formerly of the Naval Observatory, 
Dr. J. C. Kapteyn of the Groningen 
tory, originator of the theory 
of “Star Streams,” Dr. Stroobant of 
the Brussele Royal Observatory, and 
other astronomers of high repute,— 
this Prof. Walkey confidently steps 
into the lime light and hands us a 
central sun capable of performing 
the Herculean task of ing the 
complex movements the myriad 


sidereal 
Universe. 
That central body, that massive 
orb, theoretical ruler of all the 
starry hosts of heaven, is none other 
than the giant sun Canopus, shin- 
ing with unrivalled eplendor in the 
‘southern celestial hemisphere. Next 
to Sirius it ie the most brilliant of 
all the fixed stars. And, although 
the w “fixed” is now regarded a 
misno . (for all the stars are sup- 
posed to have what is called an an- 
nual “proper motion,”) yet in the 
case of Canopus the designation 
“fixed” seems to have a special ap- 
plication. The eminent astronomer, 
Sir David Gill, after many years of 
careful observation, declared that it 
has neither proper motion nor a 
paraliax. 

Yet there are two astronomers who 
believe they have detected an ex- 
seedingly small parallax, to be ex- 
pressed by the decimal 0.0065. But 
that would represent such a minute 
arc of the celestial sphere that it 
can scarcely be deemed reliable. 

But suppose we accept that esti- 
mate. what would it mean in 4i- 
mensions for this mighty star? On 
that basis, which is a minimum esti- 
mate for the distance of Canopus 
from our eolar system, that bricht 
star must be at least 490 lieht vears 
away. When we refiect that Sirius, 
the only star in the heavens that is 
brighter than Canopus, is but eicht 
and a haif light vears distant, it is 
evident that Canopus, more than 
sixty times as far away, must be an 
orb of gigantic proportions. 

Followtng are the dimensions as- 
signed to it: Canopus is 49,700 times 
more luminous than our sun; its di- 
ameter is 134 times that of the sun, 
and ite volume # the sun's by 
2.420,000 times. Ite density, how- 
ever, ie but one-fourth that of the 
sun, vet ite mass must stil] be 609,- 
000 times greater. Now these fic- 
ures are based on the minimum esti- 
mate of 490 light years. If the actual 
distance is greater, as seems prob- 
able. they must be correspondingly 


creased. 

In order to better realize these 
vast dimenstons let us institute an- 
other comparison. The diameter of 
the sun te 866,000 miles, or nearly 
eleven times that of the earth. The 
planet Mercury is 36,000,000 miles 
distant from the sun. consequently 
the diameter of its orbit is 72,000,000 
mi wal to the diameter of 
eighty-three suns. Now, a body hav- 
ing the assumed @imensions of 
Canopus 134 eolar diameters — 
would fill the orbit of a planet 58,- 
000,000 miles from thé Sun, or hav- 
ing a diameter of 116,000,000 miles. 
What is the position of this gi- 
gantic body with respect to the other 
suns that spangle the star-cemmed 
vault of heaven at night, and espe- 
clally with regard to the innumera- 
ble. suns composing that girdle of 
light which completely encircles our 
giobe and ie known as the Milky 
Wavy’? The conclusion arrived at ts 
that Canopus occuples the absolute 
center of our Sidereal universe. As

But this music of pas- 
sion never has been eGualed by any 
composer since the world began, and 
hever will be surpassed. It is a dra- 
matic symphony, really, and oh, the 
agony of hearing and watching it at 
the same time! Music, which is the 


very essence of passionate love; 
which carries all before it in a wild 
storm of sentiment, with lyrical 
bursts of melody that lift you to 
the heights—and then the lukewarm 
embraces of the actors! 

Wagner is one of the artists who 
helps to destroy the fallacy current 
among young men, and so very in- 
jurious to them, that an artist must 
live the things he is to write about. 
Every day we come across some 
such statement, and from those who 
ought to know better. We have shin- 
ing lights among writers, musicians 
and painters, as well as among 
teachern and critics of the arts, who 
have shown us the absurdity of this 
belief, and yet the public holds to it. 

Gustave Flaubert urged young 
writers, if they would be great, to 
live esthetic lives and put their en- 
tire energy into their work, concen- 
trating, rather than dissipating, their 
forces. Balzac made the same sug- 
gestions and entreaties, and if his 
life shows some few discrepancies, 
let it be remembered that he worked 
sometimes, indeed, most times, from 
eighteen to twenty hours a day at 
his writing, and that he died before 
he had reached his fortieth year. 
Marte Bashkirtseff, a young girl of 
beauty and position and in the grip 
of tuberculosis, worked ten hours a 
day, and abstained even from the or- 
dinary social frivolities which were 
expected of her. Rousseau became 
such a recluse in order to work that 


Speak to those around him. 

There have been so many artists, 
however, who have burned the can- 
die at both ends; who have taken 
time from their dissipations occa- 
sionally to do a piece of work, that 
we have come to let them stand to us 
for all artists. It is not in the least 
true that an artist has to live an 
emotion or a situation in order to 
reproduce it in painting, music or 
literature. Im fact, the contrary is 
true. A man usually does the best 
work when he is writing of some- 
tbing which he has yearned for, but 
has never had. It is his aspirations 
which move him, never the realities 
which he has felt. When we have 
lived through an experience it seldom 
has the glow for us of a thing 
dreamed of and hoped for. This is 
an indisputable fact. 

There is the example of Beetho- 
ven's Hymn to Joy, which surely re- 
produces no joy poor Beethoven ever 
felt, especially as he was in the great- 
est misery when he composed it. 
And as for Wagner, he has written 
some of the most joyous music that 
ever been conceived by man, and 
if he ever had any real happiness at 
any time of his hard and painful ex- 
letence it was too inconsequential to 
have left the slightest record. His- 
torians have a mania for seeking out 
the events in a man’s life which ex- 
plain this or that of his works, and 
it is amusing to see how hard put to 
it they are to find enough affairs in 
the life of a man to account for all 
his works. Keatsis another example. 
Keats wrote of nothing but beauty, 
and he lived the most sordid exist- 
ence imaginable, so far as realities 
were concerned. He wrote about 
things which he never had the 
chance, poor man, to observe closely, 
much less to experience. Is there 
anything at all of Keats’s life in his 
poems? Indeed, when a man has 
expressed his emotions by living 
through them he rarely has the need 
to express them in his work. It is 
those things which he has not felt 
which inspire him. Thus the cow- 
ardly man writes of great d s of 
valor and bravery; the little man 
writes of or paints a hero six feet 
tall. The lurid sex play is not at- 
tended by the women of the half- 
world: it is played to houses filled 
by virgins and the -conventional 
wife and mother. It is the thing 
which we do not understand that in- 
trigues us. 

A musician composes not as he 
lives, but almost automatically in 
diametrical opposition to the things 
about him. Wagner not only did 
not compose according to his moods; 
the things he wrote were entirely 
contrary to the mood of the world at 
large. So much was this the case 
that the critics of his day were either 
stunned or infuriated at finding 
music which they could not under- 
stand and yet moved them. 


For a long time after Wagner 
there was chaos, and it is only now 
that the light is breaking again— 
from a few of the great, such as 
Brahms, Strauss, and shall we say 
Saint-Saens? We are rising again 
to the newer music, with gratitude to 
those who went before and who 
(especially Wagner) fought battles 
which lesser men would never have 
be@n able to brave. 

What is the newer music and what 
is the still newer to be? How far 
can the ambitious creators of today 
revolutionize the methods of revolu- 
tion itself? Will they achieve by 
dreaming new dreams or by adapting 
old principles to new conditions of 
life? Let us discuss the new- 
thoughters who have followed Wag- 
ner, and those who are still striving, 
in succeeding chapters. ce 


WIRELESS SYSTEM GROWS. 


Nearly Circles the Globe, Balance 
Completed by Relay. 

{Boston Transcript:] The opening 
of the Japanese Marconi wireless 
plant at Funabashi, near Yokohama, 
with messages to the Marconi sta- 
tion at Koko head, Hawali, extended 
the Marconi service nearly two- 
thirds the way around the globe. If 
the war had not interfered with the 
creation of the British imperial 
chain, it might have been possible 
by this time to relay a message by 
wireless all the way around the 
world. 

The first message from the new 
station in Japan was received in 
New York. It traveled in the air 
3355 miles from Japan to Hawali 
and then 2087 miles from Hawaii to 
San Francisco. <A station at Petro- 
grad is now in constant communica- 
tion with the Marconi plant at Car- 
narvon, Wales. From Clifden, Ire- 
land, messages are sent across the 
Atlantic to Cape Glace. The new 
plant at Belmar, N. J., has sent mes- 
sages across the United States to the 
station on Bolinas Bay, a few miles 
from San Francisco, although the 
Marconi company uses wire com- 
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munication in its tal

HONOR PRESIDENT HAYES. 


at Fremont, O. 

[Cleveland Plain Dealer:] With 
appropriate ceremonies, the Hayes 
memoria! library and museum, con- 
structed in Speigel Grove State Park 
at Fremont by the State of Ohio un- 
der supervision of the Ohio Arche- 
logical and Historical Society at a 
cost of $50,000 was dedicated Memo- 
rial Day. 

The handsome library building of 
light gray Ohlo sandstone, erected 
at the Jefferson-street entrance to 
the State park is one of the show 
places in Fremont and adds much to 
her historical features, of which 
there are many. 

Four massive Doric columns flank 
the only public entrance which is 
approached by a broad flight of wide 
stone steps. The spacious rotunda 
over arched with a beautiful dome 
is surrouned by eight of these 
stately pillars, gray Ohlo sandstone 
and black and white marble being 
used in the interior of the build- 
ing. 

The fireproof bullding and con- 
tents are valued by the archelogical 
society at $250,000. | 

This building was made possible 
by a gift of Col. Webb C. Hayes 
to the State of Ohio of beautiful 
Speigel grove, the former home of 
Rutheford Birchard Hayes, nine- 
teenth President of the United States, 
former Governor of Ohio and sol- 
dier in the Civil War. 

When he presented this valuable 
property to the State as a State 
park in memory of his parents, Col. 
Hayes stipulated that the society 
secure to the State a suitable fire- 
proof building for the purpose of 
preserving and keeping all papers, 
books and manuscripts left by his 
father, together with such articles 


jis a son-in-law of Sir John 


Fremont and the Western Reserve 
Historical Society in Cleveland. 

He also stipulated the building 
form a branch reference library and 
museum of the State society, the con- 
struction and decoration of the 
building to be in the nature of a

The Print Makers. 

Ever since the invention of paint- 
ing—not a particularly remote pé- 
riod—it has grown to be the main- 
traveled road in art. The Way of it 
is taught in all the art schools 
fore any other branch, and even the 
time-honored drawing from the cast 
and life is beginning to take a sec- 
ondary place in the éurriculum. 
Some schools don’t teach it at all, 
notably those in Paris... The argfu- 
ment is that painting ts so difficult 
that if you’re going to becotfie a 
painter you'd better begin at once. 


But there are other roads for the 
artist, many well-beaten bypatiis 
that lead through delectable places. 
On not a few of ther you miay lin- 
ger and dream to your heart's con- 
tent, on others you May call into 
action all the energy and prow at 
your command. Art offers no béd of 
ease to the dilettante, though fu- 
merous spots seem soft and flowery 
at first ¢ If you want to “get 
there” you've got to work. 


However, if paint offers no great 
appeal, if your eye gives no quick 
response to color, or if you want to 
leave the brush for awhile in favor 
ef the burin and the burnisher—in 
short, if you're in quest of a change, 
temporary or permanent—yo1 may 
take up etching and ita kindred arts, 
and I assure you that you'll find 
plenty of useful oceupation for a 
lifetime, and that you may express 
roseastt as fully and freely as you 
please. 


Nothing argues so strongly for 
the gradual process of “loosening 
up” in art matters that has taken 
Place in Los Angeles as last year’s 
formation of the Print Makers Club 
of Los Angeles. The fact that Wwe 
felt the need for such a club showed 
that we had passed far away fram 
the stage of development where th 
only acknowledged art is the art of 
painting in ofl. Of], as I have i!n- 
timated, doesn’t satisfy everybody, 
and he who “‘oesn’t care for oil 
should be given acid. And it must 
be remembered that ih soms Hands 
the pén is mightier than the bfish. 

The new club of print makers 
started with eclat, surprising us by 
their accomplishments, and even 
amazing themselves. It grew and it 
grew, until today it really is a very 
important club of artists, with many 
professional painters on its list af 
members. Some have found their 
metier in the new mediume, and 
have practically discarded paint. 
Many find refreshment and relaxa- 
tion in the nice processes of the 
etching, returning to their can- 
vases with an added zest. . 

Exhibitions have been frequent, 
one of them being of the traveling 
variety, with an itinerary that takes 
in every important city In the South- 
west. The club’s summer show is 
now in full swing at Exposition 
Park, where it will remain to July 
15. In this exhibit there are fifty- 
four imprints, taking in etchings on 
hard ground and soft, colored and 
uncoloted, monotypes, chromoxylo- 
gtaphs (wood block prints,) and 
dry-points. The exhibitors number 
fifteen. The published catalogue 
gives reproductions of five of the 


prints. 

Harry Lewis Batley’s etchings, 
half a dozen in all, have much deli- 
cacy and charm, and are poetically 
felt. His “Home Returning,” a span 
of four plow horses being driven 
across a field at twilight, is especial- 
ly fine. Mr. Bailey is a painter, but 
he is a better étcher. Soft-ground 
etchings are contributed by Benja- 
min Brown. These are in color, and 
their simple beauty of tint is de- 
lightful. “Moonlight, Art Palace, 
San Francisco,” is greenish in tone; 
“San Giorgio Maggiori, Venice,” is 
in harmonies of green and red; 
“Roats in Harbor.” in greens, 
browns, reds and yellows, is remark- 
ably good, and “Tower, Court of 
Abundance,” has a sky of great 
luminosity. 

Bessie FE. Hasen is represented by 
seven monotypes and wood biock 
prints. “The Hillside” is a note- 
worthy monotype, and “Cypresses” 
and “Monterey Mill” are wood block 
prints of much interest and beauty. 
Splendid dash and color are found 
in Nell Brooker Mayhew’s color etch- 
ing, “Rest,” a study of anchored 
poats seen at night, and suave tones 
of black and pink in her poetic 
“Evening Eucalypts.” 

Howell Brown's etchings of China- 
town in Ban Francisco afe artistic

type, “The Canal,” & row of pollard-

contributed by Walter B. Currier and

APOSTLE _OF PRECISION. 


Half-Millionths of an Inch and 
Measures Waves of Light 
With Accuracy. 


{Pittsburg Dispatch:] From John 
A. Brashear’s little shop on Observa- 


the greatest astronomical instru- 
ments ever fashioned, writes Merle 
Crowell in a story of “A great man 
and his wonderful wife” in the July 
American Magazine. Many of the 
most important things men have 
learned about the stars in thirty 


them. They have been used to dis- 
cover 300 new minor planets, meas- 
,uTre the drift of the solar system 
through space, photograph stars of 
the seventeenth magnitude, instead 


of the venth, and find out more 
about the sun, in.full glare, than 
eclipse expeditions sent half way 


around the world had been able to 
find out before. 

Dr. Brashear is an apostle of in- 
finite precision. He divides hair- 
breadths as a grocer divides cheeses 
in his siicing machine. He handles 
half-miliionths of an inch, and he 
measures the ipfinite spaces between 
stars. He is the master instrument 
maker of the world. 

But the fame that has come to 
John A. Brashear is one of the 
things he has not recko It had 
It was 
not contained in that gospel of serv- 
ice to which he dedicated himself 
more than fifty years ago. 

“Success,"’ he says, ‘is in having an 
ideal and ‘living up to it as closely 
as one can.”’ 

Questioned further, he adds: “If 
there is anything in life uncommon 
it is because from the time I was 
a boy, no matter what I had to do, 
I tried to do it a little better than 
it had ever been done before. If a 
workingman in the rolling mill 
broke a hammer handle, and I set 
out to make him another, I tried 
to make him the best hammer 
dle he had ever had.” 

Instruments invented and perfect- 
ed by Dr. Brashear have made it

When the International Bureau 
of Weights and Measures decided 
to fix for all time the length of the 
standard meter—the measuring unit 
of the scientific world—by express- 
ing it in wave lengths of light, the 
great Michelson promised to turn the 
trick if he could find anyone who 
could grind his optical surfaces so 
that they would nowhere show an 
error as great as one-millionth of an 
inch. With the whole world of in- 
strument makers to choose from, 
Michelson selected John A. Brashear 
of Pittsburg. Quietly, confidently, 
the ex-millwright accepted the most 
flelicate scientific job ever given to 
the hand of man—and he and Mc-+ 
Dowell carried it through. 

Before Brashear’s performance, 
the world’s scientific standard of 
length—a precious platinum bar— 
had been locked in an underground 
vault.in Paris, and resurrected for 
inspection only once in ten years. 
Today it could be cast into the 
Seine, and civilization would not be 
the loser, for with Brashear’s par- 
allel planes and his own iInterfero- 
meter Michelson determined that the 
meter (39.37 plus inches) Is exact- 
ly 1,553,163.5 red light waves of 
cadmium vapor. . 

Several years ago the Canadian 
government decided that it wanted 


to be set up in the clear air of Van- 
couver for photographing thousands 
of stars that had never been pho- 
tographed before—stars almost in- 
conceivably distant.

The note of thanks which the Eng- 
lish scientist sent him is one of 
“Unele Joe's” choicest possessiona. 

“Your charming letter and the ex- 
quisite gift by which it was accom- 
panied have done me more good than 
all the prescriptions of the phyai- 
cians,” ran the note. “Surely I am 
richly rewarded for any little kind- 
ness Or sympathy I may have shown 
you in earlier years.” 


Preparing Meals for the 
-Men at the Front in 
European War. 


[London Times:] The army is a 
wonderfully adaptable machine, and 
as the months of war go by things 


happen that leave the old camapign- 
er gasping for breath and. asking, 
“What next?’ 

Even three years ago you would 
have astonished the average quar- 
termaster if you had su to 
him that he should have a staff of 
women cooks, Now would not 
only take it as a matt of course, 
but he would doubtless fall on your 
neck in gratitude, provided your 
rank was not more than one step 
above his own. 

There is in London a depot where 
the wants of worried mess secre- 
taries and quartermasters are ca- 
tered for. A lettef sent on Friday 
saying, “We are starting a central 
mess for 1200 men on Monday,” and 
asking, “can you send cooks?” 
brings as a reply twenty-four 
trained women cooks, who roll up 
their sleeves and cook breakfast for 
the number stated inside twelve 
hours. is has actually occurred 
within the last few days, and the 
body that attends to this department 
is the Military Cookery Section of 
the Women’s Legion. 

The scheme has now emerged 
from its experimental] stage, and the 
secretary and commandant can 
point to units all over the country 
where trained women are looking 
after that most important depart- 
ment of our army, the interior econ- 
omy of the Tommy. It Is now a War 
Office department, and its activities 
are governed from the office of the 
inspector of army catering. Paid 
cooks are provided for convalescent 
hospitals, base depots, rest camps, 
schools of instruction, and other 
army organMations. Necessarily 
their scope is as yet limited, for the 
reason that it is not always feasible 
to quarter women in a big camp 
where there are perhaps only hut- 
ments or tents. Wherever this diffi- 
culty does not exist, where there are 
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women cooks have been 
and the result has been an unquali- 
fled success.

He was always in an Un- 
fortunate position, for he was ex- 
pected to be a soldier and a cook 
ei the same time. He was perhaps 
just cutting up the meat for the 
stew, or making the coffee, when he 
was suddenly haled off to put to- 
gether a refractory Webb equip- 
ment and rush on to a muster pa- 
rade.

Mr. Carter was devoted to his 
church and was a member of a 
dozen different scientific, patriotic 
and art societies: but it was his phil- 
-anthropies in which he was most in- 
terested. As he had known from ex- 
periences what it meant to work his 
own Way up, he, soon after estab- 
lishing himself in the profession, be- 
gan lending a helping hand to those 
who were making their start. He 
watched the colleges, and wherever 
he discovered a student of unusual 
ability who faced difficulties. he 
would invite him to read law in his 
office. 

In this way he had with him at 
Various times. George Wi Wick4r- 
sham, Harry Taft, Lloyd W. Bowers 
and more than a hundred others 
who have since taken high positions! 
before the American bar. 

Perhaps the most notable of the 
Students to whom he thus lent a 
helping hand was the young man 
who subsequenty became his law 
partner, who married his daughter 
Antoinette, who went on the Su- 
preme Court bench, and who is now 
making the race on the Republican 
ticket for the Presidency, Mr. 
Charles Evans Hughes. 

Mr. Carter’s daughter Antoinette 
Was born in Milwaukee during the 
closing days of the. Civil War. The 
fragile, gifted mother, only in her 
twenty-eighth year, lived but four 
brief months after the little daugh- 
ter’s birth. Mrs. Carter's death was 
a staggering blow to the bereaved 
husband, whose thoughts and plans 
of life had centered in his wife. Dur- 
ing little Antoinette’s first years she 
was in the care of her Welsh nurse, 
Sarah Williams, who is still living 
in Milwaukee. 

One of the quaintest of the por- 
traits of little Antoinette which the 
family has preserved represents her

When An- 
toinette was 3 years old her father 
remarried, but the second wife lived 
less than a year. 

At Mrs. Carter’s death her sister, 
Mrs. William J. Bridges of Balti- 
more, who was Visiting the family at 
the time, persuaded Mr. Carter to. 
allow her to take little Antoinette 
for a few months’  visit—‘few 
months,” which lengthened into six 
blissful years for the little girl, and 
for the fond uncle and aunt, in whose 
attractive home she became such an 
important factor. To placate the 
absent father Mrs. Bridges often 
dressed wee Antoinette in her best 
ribbons and furbelows and had her 
“picture taken” to send him. 

DEBT TO CAMERA. 

Mrs. Hughes still recalls with what 
dread she viewed these visits at the 
photographer's, but present day 
readers owe Mrs. Bridges a deep debt 
of gratitude in that they can now 
see the quaint pictures of the little 
miss in her sashes and hair ribbons, 
and in all the glory of her beruf- 
fled pantalettes. 

Her uncle contended that An- 
toinette’s father should have a more 
everyday picture of his little daugh- 
ter, and one morning when she was 
at play making mud pies he came by, 
and, picking her up, carried her to 
the photographer exactly as she was; 
the photograph which Mr. Bridges 
always designated as his “mud pie 
picture.” 

After Mr. Carter's third 
and the re-establishment of his 
household in Brooklyn little An- 
toinette returned to his home and 
took up her studies at Packer's In- 
stitute. Later she entered Wells Col- 
lege and studied there three years, 
and from there she wentto Wellesley 
College, where she remained two 
years. 

One afternoon recently when Mrs. 
Hughes was speaking of her school 
experiences she was asked if in those 
days she had any special ambition 
for life—if, Hke most school girls, 
she dreamed of a “career.” She was 
sitting in the drawing-room of her 
spacious home on Sixteenth street 
and the wide spreading trees at che 
east of the house gave a delightful 
vista of green from the windows. 

She looked out at the swaying 
boughs dreamily for a moment as 
though retracing those girlhood days 
but she shook her head. smilingly 
and declared that she had not; that 
had her mother lived, to have made 
her practice as all mothers have to 
make their daughters practice, she 
might perhaps have had ambitions 
in-regard to music, for she always 
loved it passionately. 

She said she remembered playing 
once for a gifted teacher who 
listened to her with much interest, 
seemingly, but when she finished he 
exclaimed in a voice of despair, “If 
I had had you when you were young- 
er I believe I could have made a 
musician of you, but you play as 
though you had always played—but 
never practiced!” 

HOME HER SPHERDE. 


Pre-eminently Mrs. Hughes is 
what would be termed a “home 
woman.” as her interests center 
there, but she has views of her own 
on all questions of Interest. She was 
recently asked whom she considered 
the greatest of American women. 
She replied that that depended en- 
tirely upon the meaning given to 
the word “great’—that there were 
many great women in America, but 
great in different lines of activities. 

The woman who had influenced 
her own life most, and so to her the 
greatest of women, was Alice Free- 
man Palmer, the revered president of 
Wellesley College. Mrs. Hughes has 
always regarded it as one of the most 
fortunate circumstances of her life 
that during the two years she was 
at Wellesley Mrs. Palmer was at the 
head of the college. One of her 
classmates there was Miss McDon- 
ald, the principal of the Cathedral 
School, from which Justice and Mrs.

FEW weeks ago this column 
told the story of tHe work 
among foreign soldiers of 

the International Young Men's 
Christian Association. Now the 
mobilization of American militia has 
raised the question of providing 
equally for the troops tn this coun- 
try. The army and navy branch of 
the Y.M.C.A. has planned broadly to 
provide all the soldiers at the base 
and the border with the services of 
Y.M.C.A, tents, Practically every 


brigade of troops will have ite Y¥.M. 
C.A. outfit, and in some cases the 
regiments will be furnished by the 
State. In this work the State Young 
Men’s Christian Association and the 
International Committee co-operate 
~ they did in the Spanish-American 


in general the Y.M.C.A. provides 
a recreation center for the soldiers. 
They 1] give facilities for writing 
to the girls left behind, and to the 
family. The Y.M.C.A. stationery, 
|'with its American flag, which is sup- 
plied free to all soldiers, was made 
familiar to myriads of Americans 
during the Spanish-American war. 
With a penchant for statistics the 
association men say that they sup- 
Plied during the Spanish-American 
War not less than 8,000,000 pieces 
of stationery to the troops, and forty 
barrels of ink with which to write 
the letters. 

Games and books and papers are 
also furnished the soldiers, together 
with ice water for drinking—a con- 
venience best appreciated by those 
who have camped in a tropical coun- 
try. The tents are friendly centers 
where the men meet without respect 
to rank. 

RELIGION IN UNDERSHIRTS. 

There is something doing every 
night at these big Y.M.C.A. tents. 
There is nothing churchly about the 
surroundings or about the crowds. 
The men commonly are dressed in 
their undershirts, and there is an 
informality about all the proceedings 
that would surprise a conventional 
church service. If the soldiers do 
*not like the speaker's message, they 
get up and leave, or express their 
disapproval otherwise. But when he 
makes good, he finds them the most 
enthusiastic and satisfactory audi- 
ence imaginable. 

It is easter to get secretaries to 
handle the tents than it is to secure 
speakers and singers for this unique 
work. The men are fond of music 
and patriotic songs usually mingle 
with the hymns. 

In addition to the religious serv- 
ices—and al! this is supplemental to 
the chaplain’s Sunday services— 
Bible classes are conducted. There 
are Bibles a-plenty for the soldiers; 
for various organizations see to this. 
I recall an incident during the —, 
‘ish-American War when one ier 
in a country regiment won a bucket- 
ful of Bibles in a poker game! 

Entertainments are lIfberally in- 
terepersed with the religious serv- 
ices in the evenings. This is the 
time when the men are off duty and 
want diversion. In the average 
American regiment there is enough 
local talent to provide a lively eve- 
ning. The events range from music 


to boxing, with magic and 
in between. The entertainmeny

[New York Commercial:] The re- 
cent advance in the price of gaso- 
line is a case that is deserving of 
the fullest consideration of the busi- 
ness world and the public. This 
commodity has come to exercise & 


direct bearing upon our daily life. 
There are now more than 2,000,000 


gasoline propelled vehicles on the 
highways of the United States and 
there are several hundred thousand 
motor boats using gasoline for 
power. The question of supplying 
this enormous number of engines 
with fuel is being met the Stand- 
ard Ol] Companies and the other 
producers under conditions that are 
not thoroughly understood by the 
public. <A few statements of fact 
will serve to put an entirely new 
construction on the present price of 
gescline. In 1900 the production of 
gasoline in the United States was 
5,500,000 From that date 
to 1905 there was a gradual in- 
crease, but no boom in the con- 
sumption or production of this 
product. In 1906 the output was 
6,000,000 barrels. In the four years 
following the large increase in the 
number of cars caused a consider- 
able jump in the production of gaso- 
lire and the 1910 production was 
in excess of 10,000,000 barrels of 
fifty gallons each. In that year it 
was estimated shat close to 400,000 
cars were in Operation. To meet the 
efiracrdinary demands for gasdline 
in 192% and 1913, every effort was 
made by the chemists of the Stand- 
ard Cil Companies to discover means 
for increasing the recovery of gaso- 
line from crude oil. The chief chem- 
ist in Chicago for the Standard or- 
gan‘zation in 1913 succeeded in dis- 
covering a pressure system, which 
doubled the amount of gasoline from 
crude oll, This permitted the com- 
pany to reduce the price of gasoline 
from above 20 cents a gallon to a 
figure which for 1913 and 1914 
ranged from 11 to 15 cents An- 
oper agency that contributed to this 
end was the “coming in” of the 
Oklahoma field, which began pro- 
ducing crude oil at the rate of 300,- 
600 barrels per day. The Cushing 
pool has since been declining in 
preduction until now there is less 
than 100,000 barrels per day in the 
run. Naturally with such a falling 
off tn crude oil, the tendency for. 
gasoline prices to advance follows a 
bu*.ness law.

Attacked in Court. 


Talks with the Lambert Girl 


Told of by Witnesses. 


Theory of Suicide is Pressed 


Hard by the Defense. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.] 


WAUKEGAN (Ill) July 1.—The 
apparently powerful evidence the 
three white spots alleged to’ have 
been left on the overcoat of Marion 


Lambert by cyanide of potassium in 
solution was the subject of attack 


at the trial of Will H. Orpet, a col- 
lege student charged with her mur- 


der today. 
Marion Lambert, a high school 


girl who had been Orpet’s sweet- 
heart, died of cyanide of potassium 
poisoning in Helm’s Woods, Febru- 
Coast; ary 9. Her body was recovered the 
next morning and an inquest held 
that night. Two members of the’ 
coroner’s jury, Alexander Allen and 
coast | George L. Blanchard, testified with 
regard to the coat today. They im- 
peached to an extent the testimony 
of Fred I. Wenban, the undertaker 


who cared for Marion's body. 
WENBAN’S TESTIMONY. 


Wenban testified that about 4 p.m. 
en February 10, the three white 
spots were observed by him, al- 


though he had not noticed them in 
the forenoon. Chemists testified 
that the spots were left by a solu- 
tion of potassium cyanide, and that 
in this form the spots would not ap- 
pear until after evaporation of the 
liquid. 


Allen and Blanchard testified that 
at 8 o'clock that night as jurors, | be 


they examined the coat. and there 


were no spots on it. The coat was 
not sent to the chemists for ex- 
amination until several weeks after 


the inquest. 
H. J. Carlin, investigator for the 


defense, and Miss Dorothy Mason, a 


schoolgirl friend of Marion's, also 


were witnesses today, and Irvin N. 
Clow, a 16-year-old high school 


freshman, to whom Marion  occa- 


sionally wrote notes, also appeared 


for a few minutes. 


Miss Mason confessed to a con- 
versation with Marion, without 
which, according to one of the two 
theories of the prosecution, there 
might have been no tragedy in 


Helm’s Woods last winter. 
TELLS OF CONVERSATION. . 
“My mother,” said Miss Dorothy, 
“had been at River Forest visiting 


my sister who is married to a brother 
ne Celestia Yonker. Mother told 
me that Will Orpet was engaged to 


Celestia.. 


“A few days before Marion died 


I. was talking with her at school 
and mentioned what my mother had 
said. We were looking out of the 
window at the time, and we noticed 
a poor crippled woman, hobbling 
along.” 

“What did Marion say?” asked 
Attorney Potter. 

“She said. ‘Is that so?’ Then she 
said, ‘Do you know what I think? 


Somethimes I think life is not worth : . 


living.’ 


On cross ross-examination Attorney 
Joslyn repeatedly asked the witness 
if Marion had not referred by this 


remark to the decrepit woman, and 


to have remarked that, “life is not 


worth living when you're so old and 
recrepit as that.” 
ANOTHER VERSION. 


The lawyer asked if she had not, 
in the course of the investigation of 
the case, given her mother that ver- 
sion of the story, and if she had 
not heard her mother repeat that 
version to him (Mr. Joslyn) to all of 
which the witness entered denials. 


1&he denied also that Mr. Carlin had 
informed her that the last part of 


the quotation was unncessary to re- 


peat. 

Mr. Carlin In his testimony said 
that he led a party of searchers 
which found a bottle of molasses 


end water where Orpet had flung 


it just after emerging from the 
woods after Marion’s death. ‘That 
it was flung, and not placed there, he 
sald, was proved by the fact that 


there were no footprints around it 


when found. Other members of the 
party corroborated him. 


BERLIN UNCONCERNED

known in Germany only yesterday. 
The newspapers which have so far 
commented on the British action 


treat it as a matter of no great prac- ' 
tical importance momentarily for 


Germany as they regard the declara- 
tion as already having been emascu- 
lated to suit Great Britain’s purposes.

Gigantic Sea-going Structure at Santa Monica Already 
Five Hundred Feet from Shore and First Building is 
Nearly Completed — Work Being Rushed with All 


— 


Monica, which is now being 

pushed seaward from the ocean 
front promenade as rapidly as work- 
men laboring in shifts can drive pil- 
ing into the floor of the Pacific, was 
given an entirely unexpected open- 
ing yesterday when nearly a thou- 
lsand Sunday-school children from 
Los Angeles descended from the Pa- 
cific Electric air line cars at. the 
foot of Colorado street and swarmed 
over the unfinished structure. For 
the afternoon, at least, Charles I. 
D. Loof, owner and builder of the 
mammoth pleasure wharf, ceased to 
exist in either capacity, the young- 
sters literally taking possession of 
everything not actually forbidden 
them with a “Keep Out” sign. 


so great Looff pier at Santa 


The pier, according to Mr. Looff, 
will be completed in time to be 


available for many of the large ex- 
cursions that will visit the popular 
north beach district during the 
present shore season. Arthur Looff, 
a son of the Long Beach amuse- 
ment man and who is in charge of 
all construction and engineering 
work on the pier, is practically liv- 
ing on the structure, directing oper- 
ations every day from early morning 
until midnight. William Looff, an- 
other son, is rushing plans for the 
lighting and other electrical fea- 
tures. The first piling arrived from 
San Pedro only four months ago and 
the rapid progress already made is 
shown by the fact that, in spite of 
numerous unavoidable delays, the 
pier has already been built out to 
sea a distance of 500 feet.

“Looff’s Santa Monica Pier,” as it 
to be called, is one of the big 
structural undertakings of the year 
on the Pacific Coast. The pier, it is 
declared on good authority, will be 
the largest in point of floor area in 
any amusement resort in the United 
States. Excepting for an article in 
The Times announcing the beginning 
of the project, practically nothing 
has been said about it and, in fact, 
little or no information has until 
the present time been available con- 
cerning it, the owner having been 


jeontent to let the public see for 


themselves what was going on as 
the plan has gradually unfolded. 


PLAN ENLARGED. 


Announcement was made by Mr. 
Looff yesterday that the pier would 
be carried out from the ocean-front 
promenade for a distance of 1055 
feet, instead of 700 feet, as has been 
before reported. It will adjoin and 
communicate with the present Santa 
Monica Municipal Pier for its en- 
tire length, the latter going out some 
500 feet farther than will the new 
structure. 
have a untform width of 247 feet, 
the municipal structure being sixty 
feet wide. The two in combination 
will. therefore, constitute in reality 
a single pier 307 feet in width, ex- 
tending to a distance of 1055 feet out 
from shore, with the outer end of 
the municipal pier representing an 
arm going out still farther into deep 
water.

been conceived and started before 
Owensmouth came into the city and

HERE is a tense finality in Ty 
Cobb’s conversation which is 
unique. Other players state 

opinions, the Georgian gives facts. 
In the presence of the game’s great- 
est player the listener feels intul- 
tively that here ig the one man who 


| knows absolutely what he is talk- 


ing about. For, if Ty Cobb hasn’t 
seen a particular play, or tried it 
himself, or seen it tried, it has never 
been and probably never will be at- 
tempted. The experience 
runs the gamut from merely simple 
plays of everyday occurrence to those 
sheer flights of genius which border 
on the impossible. He is the last 
word in baseball achievement. If! 
he confesses that a certain play is 
beyond him, the outlook is hopeless. 
It simply can’t be done. 

The conversation had turned up- 
on great lays. “I have always 
thought,” seid Ty reminiscently, 
“that the records give a player either 
more or less credit than he deserves. 
Certainly they fail to do simple jus- 
tice to the facts. There are many 
details of good playing which can’t 
be expressed in terms of base hits 
or runs scored. On the other handa 
great batting average, for instance, 
might cover up a whole multitude 
You can't express 
St. Peter’s Cathedral in terms of 
stone and mortar. Those things 
might be used just as aptly to ex- 
press a warehouse or a brewery. 
The records themselves do not dis- 
tinguish the genuine ball player 


‘from the fellow who doesn't have it 


in him to be a star. 
EXAMPLE. 


“For instance, take the matter of 
stretching hits. There is nothing 
more important. And yet there are 
few things that look more foolish 
than to see a runner try to go to 
second on a single and get thrown 
out. On the other hand, nothing 
demoralizes the opposing fielders 
more than a play of this type that 
su 


AHA! 


“To illustrate what I mean, I re- 
member a game at New York. A 
Detroit player, I don't recall who, 
was on third base. I sent a slow 
roller to Maisel. The man on base 
was prevented, from the nature of 
the play, from advancing. But I 
made up my mind as I neared first 
base that I would advance him if 
possible. I had the throw beat al- 
right. No one was surprised to see 
me get to first. But when I round- 
ed first with never a let-up in speed 
and dashed for second, I suppose 
there were many in the stands who 
thought I had gone crazy. And that 
is just what they would have said 
had the play I intended to make 
gone wfong. I kept on at full speed 
for second base. The play looked 
like suicide, but that is just what

I intended to have it resemble. As 
I neared second base the fielder was 
waiting for me with the ball. He 
was ready to welcome me with open 
arms. Every member on the team 
Was congratulating himself on get- 
ting me to walk into such a stupid 
trap. I knew they would look at 
the play in that light. The more 
they patted themselves on the back 
the better I liked it. I romped back 
toward first base, and two or three 
more men came in to corner me. 
Then I ran toward second. In the 
meantime the Detroit runner on 
third edged off the bag. No one 
paid any attention to him. Finally, 
getting a good lead, he dashed for 
home. Too late, the fielder who had 
the ball saw the play and = then 
threw for home. The runner was 
safe. In the meantime, by fast 
sprinting, I reached third base. That 
is an Illustration of what I mean. 
There were no errors made in that 
play save the errors of omission on 
the part of the defense. For my 
part, I scored the man I wanted to 
score and reached third myself. I 
had no complaint to offer. But sup- 
pose something had gone wrong? 
, Every one could have said what an 
idotic play! 


“Stretching hits is important. It 
is no less important to have the man 
already on, stretch a base as well 
as the batter. Ordinarily a player 
on second will score on a single. 
But it requires a nicety of judgment 
and a good break all round to score 
from first on a single. Now there 
are many slips between first and 
home. The runners who get on 
base and die there don’t figure in 
the final store. The man who can 
go from first to home on a single is 


doing something unusual for his 
team. . 
“A pecullar play of this type 


comes to my mind, peculiar in that 
I pursued the superstitious bent of 
the player and followed a ‘hunch.’ 


“It was in a game against the 
Athletics several years ago. I was 
on first base. Someone hit a rath- 
er long single to left field. I had 
taken a big lead. I started with 
the pitcher’s wind-up~- motion end 
dashed for second. I was nearly 
to the bag when the ball was hit. I 
was half way to third when the out- 
fielder had the ball in his hand. As 
I neared third I saw Baker stand- 
ing some half dozen feet away with 
his back toward to me. He knew 
that he didn’t have a chance to get 
me and was taking things easy. The 
ball was already on its way to his 
waiting mitt. When I am going at 
full speed around the bases my 
mind usually works faster than my 
feet. It is natural, so it is no credit 
to me. But in such cases I always 
seem to be more clear headed than 
usual and keener ‘sighted. Possibly, 
being keyed up for the play and 
working at fast nervous tension, has 
something to do with it. And in 
such cases I always have my eye 
on the ball. If anything happens 
to that ball I am ready to take ad- 
vanatage of it. Now there didn’t 
seem to be anything the matter 
with the ball which was shooting 
in from left field. 

“Baker would have it in a frac- 
tion of a second. It looked impos- 
sible to score. And yet as I neared 
third base I got a hunch to for 
home. It came into my mind like a 


flash, and I operated on it auto- 
matically. I remember Jennings, 
who was coaching at third, held 
out his arm to. stap me, but I 
brushed by him and dashed for 
home. It looked like a foolish move 
but I followed the hunch and won 
out. Why? Because Baker dropped 
the ball. I don’t think he saw me 
at all, so it wasn’t a case of be- 
ing rattled by an unexpected play. 
I belleve me was merely taking 
things easily, perhaps a bit care- 
lessly. But the main thing is my 
hunch was right. I scored from first 
on a single. 

TWO OF 

“Any player, under normal cir- 
cumstances, ought to advance two 
bases on a hit. It takes fast work 
at both extremes to advance three, 
that is fast head work and fast foot 
work: But I got to thinking the 
situation over and decided that it 
would be possible to help some of 
the other Tigers pull off these pla 
once in a while, Bush is a man 
who gets on base very frequently 
and is a good natural baserunner 
and fast on his feet. I cooked up a 
play with Bush that looked good. 
The play was this: With Bush on 
first I would try to single to the out- 
field. Bush would take a long lead 
off first. He would start with the 
wind-up and ought to be near second 
when the ball was hit. He ought 
to be so near third when the ball 
was in the fielder’s hands that there 
would be no chance to get him at 
third. In the meantime I would 
round first base and dash for sec- 
ond at full. speed. The play then 
would be to throw to the second 
baseman. He would have the ball 
in his hands before I got within 
twenty feet of the bag. I would 
come tearing in toward him. He 
would naturally think I had gone 
crazy and would have nothing else 
in mind except to catch me. For 
the time being all thought of Bush 
would escape him. I would crash 
into second and would guarantee to 
tangle him up in my legs and arms 
for a while so that he would have 
no time to think of Bush. Of 
course, I would be caught—that was 
part of the plan—but the way I 
timed the play, Bush ought to 
score. 


DIDN'T WORK. 


“We tried it two or three times, 
but it didn’t work. Something 
crossed us. Bush's nerve failed him 
at the last minute, or something 
happened.. The way things went it 
looked as though I were getting 
shown up on the base paths. But 
that is part of the game. The 
spectator never stops to consider 
that there is only a hair’s breadth 
between success and failure in a 
truly good play. Perhaps it was 
the snap of a fielder’s wrist, or the 
least little delay in grasping the 
ball with his fingers that made a 
great play possible. Again with 
those little details absent, the play 
might have failed and seemed ab- 
solutely foolhardy from every an- 
gie. There’s only a shade of dif- 
ference between the play that sets 
the fans aglow and another that 
makes them yell in derision. Only 
a shade, but it’s the big shade, be- 
tween failure and success. 


ANOTHER ONE. 
“Another play that was even more 
sensa tional was to score from sec- 


ond on an infleld out. That is a 
play that, to my judgment, is about 
the prettiest of the lot, when it goes 
right. Off hand, you would be in- 
clined to think it was impossible. 
But there are lots of impossible | 
things that can be done if they are 
handled right. I was called out at 
the plate on a play of this kind once | 
that was a classic. 1 was on sec-/; 
ond. The ball went to the short- 
stop. I reached home on the play 
and tagged the plate successfully. 
But I was called out. How? Very 
simple. 

“IT had a tremendous lead off sec- 
ond base. When the ball was hit 
I was nearly to third. When it 
reached the shortstop’s hands I was 
headed for home. I beat the throw 
to the plate. And I was out. Why? 
Because Sam Crawford was on third 
base at the time. He didn’t-see the 
possibilities of the play in the light 
I did. He didn't run home or, in 


@ny_case, I beat him to the plate. 


So I was automatically out on the 
umpire’s decision. It was a freak- 
ish play, all right, but it shows the 
possibilities of scoring from sec- 
ond on an infield out. And yet 
many people would criticise a man 
on third for trying to score on such 

@ play, to say nothing of trying to 
from second. 

CLEAR FIELD. 


“I made the same play the other 
day in Philadelphia. There was no 
one on third at the time, so I had 
a clear field. And I crossed the 
Plate ahead of the throw. But as 
I was in somewhat of a hurry, I neg- 
lected to tag the plate. It was a 
little omission on my part that 
led the umpire to call me out when 
the catcher got me. But it showed 
ae the play could be made all 
rig 

“There are various reasons why 
the play ourh? to succeed quite fre- 
quently. Of course, like all trich 
plays, it must be unexpected, other- 
wise it is not nearly so valuable. 

“The man on second base must 
have a long lead. The infielder 
who gets the ball raturally has hi 
mind set on getting the runner at 
first. He does not foresee what the 
man who was on second is going to 
attempt. Sunvose he follows the 
regulation play and lines the ball to 
first. é first man completing 
the play then has to line the ball 
to the catcher; the latter has to 
catch the ball. hold it and tag the 
runner with it. Now this demands 
six separate and distinct operations 
by three different players. The in- 
fielder has to catch the ball and has 
to throw it to first. The first base- 
man has to catch it and throw it 
to the catcher. The latter has to 
catch it and tage the runner. “Now 
the runner ought to have rounded 
third bas> before the infielder ent 
his hands on the ball. If so. that 
would mean that these six opera- 
tions had to be per?’-rmed by three 
different players in leas than the 
time necessary for a fast man to 
to get from third to home. It needs 
quick and accurate work the 
part of the infield to catcn a man on 
this play where the breaks are right 
And quick work that is hurried is 
seldom perfectly accurate. 

HERE’S HOW.

PICKS CARBURETOR. 


VERE TESTS TO ALL MAKES. 


Fuel Consumption and Power De- 
livered Per Gallon of Gasoline 
are the Vital Points—Master 
Carburetor Comes up to the Re- 
quirements. 


The motorization of the New York 
fire department*was completed some 
time ago, but many of the minimum 
points of equipment have recently 
been decided upon. The most im- 
portant of these, the carburetor, was 
not chosen until thorough and ex- 
haustive tests had been made, cover- | 
ing a period of six months, and in- 
cluding all weather conditions. 

Many carburetors were in the field 
for the rich plum, and all were given 
an equal chance. Finally the field 
had narrowed down until only mul- 
tiple jet carburetors were being con- 
sidered, this having been determined 
as the best adapted to the needs of 
the fire department. 

When the choice had been nar- 


carburetors remained in the field, the 
question of consumptjon and 
power delivered per gallon of gaso- 


line and in comparative tests on each |.

THREE-TON TRUCKS 
ARE FAVORITES. 


Latest orders for motor trucks for 
the United States Army are for 
three-ton chassis. This is accepted 
in the trade as proof of the conten- 
tions of the Peerless engineers. They 
have insisted that a two-ton truck is 
unsuitable for army use. It is now 


apparent that the actual test In the 
supply service for troops on Mexi- 
can soll has caused army officers to 
rule out the two-ton machine. 
Much surprise was expressed in 
trade circles at the absolute refusal 
of the Peerless factory, noted for 
its great success in building trucks 
for the Buropean war, to bid on 
the first army specifications. These 
called for two-ton trucks. The Peer- 
less factory was the only manufac- 
turer of high-grade trucks which 


not accept an order for a two-ton 
truck for this service. It felt that 
a two-ton truck would be absolutely 
unsatisfactory. It based this jude- 
ment on experience as one of the 
very largest builders of trucks for 
European war service. Actual deliv- 
eries have been fifty trucks a day to 
Burope practically ever since the 
war started. Also, it builds a two- 
ton truck, and knows accurately 
what it can do. 

The Peerless engineers realized 


that because the body of a two- 


ton truck was practically as large 
as that of a three-ton it would be 
tremendously overloaded. The sol- 
diers would pile as big a load on it 
as they would on a three or four- 
ton truck. So the Peerless factory 
kept out of the market to let the 
army get educated. Uncle Sam could 
not get a Peerless until he learned 
the type of truck that would best 
serve his interests. 

The Peerless engineers realized 
that the American army was just 
startizig in the truck transportation 
business. Now they have acquired an 
elementary education and are in line 
for the heavier model Peerless.

OAD SIGNING 
IS NOT SPORT. 


There is not much romance in 
road marking, but at that it is far 
more interesting work than the or- 
dinary observer would think. 

I have been in charge of the road 
marking on the Pacific Coast for the 
past six years, and there is a fas- 
cination attendant to this work 
which has kept me intensely inter- 
ested at all times. 


. Besides this, there is a feeling 
with the crew that we are really 
doing a public service in this work. 

A few years ago it took a lot of 
courage for the motorist with his 
old “one-lunger” to attempt to make 
much of a trip. Not only were the 
automobiles about as reliable as an 
unbroken broncho but if he hap- 
pened to get into a township where 
he was not acquainted he was quite 
apt to be up against it for road infor- 
mation, and the chances were that 


out of gas before he got to the next 
waterhole. 

Nowadays it is entirely different. 
The Goodrich company, a few years 
ago, set about marking the roads 
throughout the United States and 
now we have 71,000 miles of road 
accurately marked with Goodrich 
guide posts, which not only tell you 
the direction to take but the mileage 
to the terminal, and also how far it 
is to the nearest town of importance 
where accommodations can be had.

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The Trouble With Ireland — 


By Padraic Colum 


HAT are the actual relations between Great Britain and Ireland? 
How does it come that Ireland feels these relations a strain and that 
Scotland, under apparently the same system, is contented? These 
are questions that are being put to the Irish publicist since the in- 
surrection of April. 

Before answering them the publicist has generally to make a 
clearance in the mind of his interlocutor. An American unconsciously 
assumes that the relations between England, Scotland, Ireland and Wales are 
federal in some way. That assumption is wholly wrong. Irish statesmen have 
been striving for a federal system since O’Connell lived and died. But the form 
that actually exists is a government of England, Scotland, Ireland and Wales by a 
Parliamentary majority of Englishmen—there is no authority except in the Parlia- 
ment where that majority exists, and there is no appeal except to that majority. 

The Westminster Parliam ent is the only legislative and executive body in the 
British Islands. «It is made up of an elected House of Commons and an hereditary 
House of Lords and has thirteen hundred members. England has a thousand 
representatives. Scotland and Ireland have three hundred between them. In the 
elected chamber, the House of Commons, Ireland has one hundred and three 
representatives, Scotland seventy-two, Wales thirty. England has four hundred 
and sixty-five—a standing majority of two hundred and sixty over the combined 
Scottish, Irish and Welsh representation. England, Ireland, Scotland and Wales 
are ruled by this solid block of Englishmen. 

The relations between these several nationalities correspond to the relations that 
should exist if Canada, the United | : 
States, Cuba and Mexico were being 
governed by a solid majority of Cana- 
dians or Americans. Each country 
within the British Islands has a differ- 
ent economic life, a different racial 
amalgam, a different historical tradi- 
tion. England, Scotland and Wales, 
however, are nearly at one in their 
economic conditions, being largely in- 
dustrialized countries. For that rea- 
son, and because of the fact that they 
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Why then has Scotland, under like conditions, remained contented and how is it 
that she has created séme prosperity for herself? In the parts of Scotland where 
political power exists there is the same industrial life as in. England and so, in one 

, the conflict is moderated. Scotland made a union with England on her 
own terms—her kings became kings of England, and, when a formal union was — 
drawn up, care was taken to protect Scotland's interest. She kept her own laws a 
retained some executive power. Under such conditions Scotland was able to create 
an intellectual and literary tradition that kept her national consciousness complacent. 


UT Scotland has not really _ She slowly but surely has been losing her 
splendid peasant pes n. ere is terrible poverty in her industrial centres.

What is called the Ulster opposition does not really represent the whole of Ulster. 
As a province Ulster consists of nine counties, and the Home Rule opposition is for- 
midable only in the counties of Antrim, Down, Armagh, in half of Derry and in half 
of Tyrone. The real strength of this opposition comes from the fact that it represents 
an economic diversity in Ireland. :

UNE being the month of brides, it

By way of variety, however, some 
dozen other cake and cooky recipes are 
given with the assurance that each of 
them is a culinary success, if the direc- 
tions are carefully followed. 

It need not be emphasized that the 
best results in cake baking can only be 
obtained by using the best ingredients. 
Care also must be taken in measuring and 
mixing. In these recipes all measure- 
ments are made level. Measuring cups, 
divided into thirds and quarters, are 
used; also tea and tablespoons. Pans 
must he properly prepared, and the oven
